The President has approved seeking the full $2.5 billion in 
funding over a five-year period, as recommended by the Special 
Envoys on Acid Rain, but these funds are to be spent on the 
continuation of demonstration projects of innovative control 
technologies. The Secretary of Energy has been directed to 
establish an advisory panel, which will include participation 
by State governments and by Canada, to advise him on funding 
and selection of these types of projects, using the criteria 
recommended by the Special Envoys as fully as practicable. 

The President has al3o asked the Vice President to have the 
Presidential Task Force on Regulatory Relief review Federal, 
State and local economic and regulatory programs. The results 
of this review will be reported in six months. All these 
actions are consistent with the Special Envoys' report, and we 
believe represent positive steps to help us better understand 
and address this elusive problem.
